Effective with the 1993 Fall Semester, employees who 
travel out-of-state should attach a summary report of their 
trip to their request for reimbursement. This summary 
should include an overview of the trip and any information 
that may be beneficial to other 
members of the faculty and staff. If a 
conference is attended and brochures 
of that conference are available, they 
should be included with the report. 

These summary out-of-state 

travel reports will be Kept on file in the 
library for future reference as a source 
of information. 

if the out-of-state trip is of a nature 
that information regarding it would not 
be of any interest to others on the 
faculty and staff, a brief summary of the trip is all that is 

needed with the reimbursement form. 





Reimbursement for travel may not be issued if this new 
reporting requirement is not met. 

For in-state travel, only travel that included conferences 
should follow this new procedure. 

The library procedures for handling out-of-state travel 
reports will be as follows: 

1. A file will be established entitled "Professional 
Development Information." 

2. Reports for that file can be given at any time to Tran 
Moore at the Skyland Campus Library or to Lori Carver 
at the 1 5th Street Campus Library. 

3. The File will be kept for one year and purged each 
August unless someone claims it.
